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Wanderer Pictures Donated 
to Historical Society

A treasure trove of early photographs of and 
related to the whaling bark Wanderer has been gifted to 
the Mattapoisett Historical Society. The 42 photographs 
of different sizes were purchased in August at an 
auction conducted by Gustave J.S. White Company in 
Portsmouth, R.I. They were originally part of a collection 
of several thousand whaling related photos assembled by 
Augustine Gonet of South Dartmouth. 

The Wanderer was the last whaleship built in 
Mattapoisett. She was launched from the Jonathan 
Holmes Shipyard into Mattapoisett Harbor in 1878. She 
was also the last whaler to sail from New Bedford. She 
left that port in August 1924, and was lost on the rocks at 
Cuttyhunk in a violent storm. 

Many of the photos show the ship at full length. 
There are also views from one of the masts, the eagle 
figurehead, drying her sails, deck scenes, removing oil 
from the ship and from casks on shore.

One photo showing oil pumped from the 
Wanderer to casks on a New Bedford wharf is entitled 
"Tales of the Cruise''. A notation on the back of the photo 
states it was a Second Place winner in 1920 for the camera 
magazine Silver Button. It also won a Second Place ribbon 
in the Swain Camera Club's semi-annual exhibit in 1923. 

Several shots show the vessel on the rocks at 
Cuttyhunk and one shows the "bones" of the ship some 
years later. Finally, there is a photo of the Wanderer 
Memorial at Colonel Edward E.R. Green's Round Hill 
Estate in South Dartmouth, where the whaleship Charles 
W. Morgan was also enshrined before leaving for Mystic, 
Connecticut. 

Donors Brad and Priscilla Hathaway presented 
the package of photos to the Society in appreciation for 
Bette Robert's 20 years of distinguished service to the 
Society as museum curator.

Committee was called to order by Chairperson Jane 
McCarthy at 6:30 pm on September 23, 2009 in the 
Sippican School Ella Hix Library. Also in attendance were 
Vice Chairperson Brad Gordon, Christine Winters, Jay 
Pateakos, Joe Scott, Principal Edwin Fava, Superintendent 
William Cooper and Secretary Deb Carlin. 

The Committee started the meeting by 
recognizing the achievements of Second Grade teacher 
Patricia Duane, who will be retiring from her teaching 
position this year after 36 years of service to the school. 
Ms. Duane said that she is the fourth generation of her 
family to live in Marion, and was the last person that Ella 
Hix personally hired. The only other person to work at 
the school longer than Ms. Duane was Joseph Burke, who 
taught at the Sippican School for 43 years. Ms. Duane 
explained how she ended up becoming a teacher. As a 
child, she was particularly gifted in math and science, and 
was in a special academic program for girls. She initially 
thought that she would be a computer programmer, but 
after deciding that she wanted to work with people, she 
decided to become a teacher in September of 1973. 

Ms. Duane gathered a lot of advice along the way, 
particularly from Michael Ward, who was the principal 
when she started at the school. He reminded all teachers 
that, "no matter how much they are driving you crazy, 
you must remember that every child is loved by someone 
at home''. After years of service, Ms. Duane had formed 
her own words of advice. "There is no best way to teach," 
she said. "The best teachers find the best way to teach 
in that moment, for that child. We must let children be 
children. They can't be anything but that." 

Chairperson McCarthy then presented Ms. Duane 
with a book called "Oodles of Animals" by Lois Elhert, 
a book that geometrically celebrates the differences in 
all critters, great and small. After Ms. Duane's speech on 
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how all children are different. Chairperson McCarthy 
thought the book was especially appropriate. The book, 
which will be put into the school library's circulation, was 
dedicated to Ms. Duane and inscribed with the following 
quote from French novelist Anatole France: 'The whole 
art of teaching is only the art of awakening the natural 
curiosity of young minds for the purpose of satisfying it 
afterwards/' After presenting Ms. Duane with the book, 
the Committee and all others in attendance erupted in 
applause for the dedicated teacher. 

In the Chairman's Report, Chairperson McCarthy 
informed the Committee that the School Committee 
meetings will take place in the Town House from now on 
for the purpose of televising the meetings. 

Chairperson McCarthy also gave a report on the 
superintendent search to replace William Cooper, who 
will be retiring December 31. The search and interview 
committee of 14 people, which includes teachers, parents, 
and Selectman Jordan Collyer, narrowed down a pool 
of 32 candidates to ten semi-finalists, and then three 
finalists: Dr. Mary Canole, a curriculum supervisor for

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Johnson and Wales University, Mark Mason who is the 
superintendent in Scituate, and Douglas White, who is 
currently a superintendent in Henniker, NH. Dr. Canole is 
scheduled to interview on September 29 at 7:00 pm, and 
the remaining two candidates are scheduled to interview 
on September 30 at 6:00 and 8:00 pm. The interviews, 
which will take place in the ORR conference room, are 
open to the public. The week after the interviews, the 
candidates will visit the schools within the Old Rochester 
district. 

Several teachers from Germany, Panama and

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on HlNl, Dr. Cooper said that the projected path of 
HlNl indicates that the flu epidemic will reach the New 
England area before the vaccine will. Vaccines probably 
won't be available to the tri-town until lat October or 
early November. The district is looking at a tentative date 
of October 15 for seasonal (non-HlNl) flu, and hopes to 
reveal to the public a date for the HlNl flu soon. 

Vice Chairperson Gordon voiced concern over 
having a contingency plan in place in case the flu does 
reach the school. The contingency plan involves infected 
children being isolated from well children and removed 
from the school as soon as possible if they do attend 
school sick with HlNl. "We need to call on the parents

who alluded to going extra days in June if the epidemic 
became enough of a problem to close schools. 

In the Principal's Report, Mr. Fava said that 
transportation was working out well, despite being down 
one bus. He said that they had been working for three 
days trying to improve the lighting in the back parking 
lot, and they fixed several leaking commodes in the girls' 
bathroom. 

The school is currently benefitting from the 
"Enrichment Wheel," according to Mr. Fava and fifth 
grade teacher Karen Jacobsen, who was also present at the 
committee meeting. Students have been looking forward 
to Wednesdays and Fridays, when they get one-on-one 
support in various academic areas from Jessica Barrett 
and Erin Sullivan. 

Mr. Fava said that there will be a presentation at 
Bridgewater State called "Girls Bullying and Girls Cyber- 
Bullying" on November 4. Dr. Elizabeth Langdon will 
speak at the meeting about the threat of girls bullying 
each other in the 21^* century, and will especially gear the 
presentation to girls from grades 3 to 7. Mr. Fava is going 
to attend this meeting. 

The Committee then approved the minutes of 
April 15 (with minor adjustments made to amend contract 
years). May 20, and June 17. 

In the Financial Report, Ms. Isernio reported a 
positive adjustment since several new people were hired 
at a lower rate than allocated.

adjustment at the next school committee meeting. 

The school is utilizing a new key fob system for 
increased security. As of September 24, the new key fob 
system was installed on the seven school doors. Every 
staff member will have a coded pass to get into the school, 
and their pass will either grant them complete or partial 
access. 

On October 1, there will be point of sale vendors 
giving a presentation at ORR. This presentation is 
especially geared toward members of school committees, 
but parents are welcome to attend. 

New phones in the classroom have been installed, 
and Ms. Isernio met with Frank Braga and Chief Miller to 
ensure that the sewer work on Front Street won't impact 



stop signs and safety for children. 

Finally, Ms. Isernio presented the need for four 
new black and white copiers, and a new color copier. Ms. 
Isernio said that it is standard practice for many schools 
to lease instead of buy the copiers. The committee voted 
to approve the acquisition of the five copiers, which will 
cost $19,420 a year for the next five years. Maintenance 
and toner is included in the fee; paper and staples are not. 
The committee will contact Paul Dawson for the proper 
advertising and removal of old copiers.

which is scheduled to be in the back of the school. The 
playground is eagerly awaited, since the current front 
playground cannot accommodate the whole school and 
children are often disappointed when they have "back 
recess/' VASE has allocated $15,000 to the construction of 
a new playground, but an additional $8,809.29 is needed 
based on the estimate Ms. Allen got from Miracle, the 
company who also constructed the front playground. The 
new playground will include a tetherball and features to 
work on upper-body strength - a new basketball blacktop 
is included in the design. 

The committee was very receptive of the plans, 
but hesitant to allocate over $8,000 without getting 
two more quotes from other companies for the design, 
which is required by law in public projects that range 
from $5,000-25,000. Ms. Allen will obtain the needed 
quotes and return to the Committee with a new total, 
if necessary. The $8,809.29 will either come from the 
Sippican School rental fund, which Dr. Cooper said is 
"very healthy" with over $200,000 or from the VASE 
budget. 

Ms. Allen also hoped that the Committee would 
allow VASE to initiate a Shaw's gift card fundraiser. 
VASE will send letters home to the parents, and the 
parents can buy Shaw's gift cards to purchase their 
groceries. The cost is nothing to families who have to buy 
groceries either way, but VASE will get 5% of the gift card 
sales. The Committee voted to approve this fundraiser.

address some of the district-wide underperformance in 
math. Math will be the first subject to be addressed in the 
2009/2010 school year for grades 1-9, with science being 
the focus of the 2010/2011 school year. The two-year 
grant will expire after that point, but Ms. Kessler hopes 
that the skills will permanently remain with the ARRA 
trained staff. 

The Committee voted to approve $25,000 for 
recovery and $125,000 for investment in the ARRA plan. 
Chairperson McCarthy thanked Ms. Kessler for her 
energetic and passionate presentation. "I could go on 
until 11:00," Ms. Kessler laughed. 

The Committee then discussed the current policy 
on children who walk to school. Children who walk must 
currently have a consent form on file with Mr. Fava. The 
principal and assistant principal make all other decisions 
in regards to releasing children to people not on their 
consent form, in the event of emergencies. Notes will be 
an acceptable form of notification from parents who want 
their children to be picked up by other friends and family. 
The Committee approved the policy and it will be placed 
in the handbook. 

Ms. Winters added an item to the agenda 
concerning the cafeteria. She hoped that the Committee 
would consider allowing children to have forks and 
spoons at lunch, even if they don't buy hot lunch. Since 
there was a $5,000 balance left over for the 2008/2009 
school year, she thought this would be a wise use of 
materials. 

Window replacements for the school are still 
planned for the summer of 2010, but with state receipts 
being low, the Committee fears more cuts are likely 
coming. 

Before ending the meeting, Ms. Winters noted 
that her third-grader loved bringing home a dictionary.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seams to help hut it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

have been a great asset to the school as well. 

Principal Bowman was pleased to announce 
the 63 Kindergarten students have already become very 
acclimated to the daily routine and several parents and 
teachers have made comments to her about the ease of the 
transition. Work has been done on reducing the number 
of students per bus and time spent on the bus, according 
to Principal Bowman. Seventy-seven students per bus is 
the largest amount allowed by law and 67 is the largest 
amount on any Mattapoisett bus. The longest time a 
student is on a bus is 48 minutes. 

Old Hammondtown School Art teacher Diane 
Perry came before the Committee asking permission to 
begin a fundraising campaign to raise money to complete 
a project that was left unresolved at the last renovation of 
Old Hammondtown. A pottery kiln was left in the boiler 
room and was supposed to be finished as part of the 
renovation. Ms. Perry has done prior fundraisers in the 
past to try to get the kiln operational, but has not in recent 
years. 

Earlier estimations had the project costing 
approximately $10,000, but Ms. Perry believes that an 
additional $2,300 will be necessary. She had heard other 
estimates that would bring the project to $20,000, but 
she believes that is unrealistic. The money will be made 
through donations and artwork made by the students that 
will be sold. 

Marcia Kessler presented a slide-slow 
presentation of a program entitled Common Assessment.

What the program will essentially do is be a year- 
round assessment based on district- wide standards, not 
what is based out of the book's standards.

learning ... I like it here more because it's more relaxed/' 
he said. "I think the people here are more open." 

Ms. Tanrattanwong's school in Thailand is the 
most different of the ones discussed. Ms. Tanrattanwong 
attends an all-girl's boarding school, and it is bigger than 
ORR. For grades 7-12, there are four thousand students. 
The school is also restrictive in the appearance of its 
students. The girls must wear uniforms and keep their 
hair short. "It's so much different," Ms. Tanrattanwong 
said. 

Ms. Tanrattanwong also spoke about the 
treatment of elders in her community and school. "We 
do more to respect the elders," she said. "We listen, don't 
interrupt, et cetera." Ms. Tanrattanwong further described 
her culture by explaining why the Thai students are so 
respectful. The elders are knowledgeable, and when 
they are sharing this knowledge in class they should be 
listened to. Ms. Tanrattanwong admitted that she was 
surprised by the friendly nature of the teachers at ORR 
and the way students interacted with them. 

Mr. Augustin found the lack of public 
transportation the strangest thing about American 
culture. "The people here need their cars a lot," he said. 
Mr. Augustin also found the school bus system strange. 
In Germany, he simply walks to school. The biggest 
difference that Mr. Augustin identified between Germany 
and the United States was the size of things. "Everything 
here is a bit bigger, like the cars," he explained. 

Mr. Saldana noted a difference between the 
United States and the home countries that all of the 
exchange students could attest to. "The food here is 
different," he said with a smile. Across the table, Ms. 
Tanrattanwong smiled and nodded as she took a bite 
of her lunch. Mr. Saldana also said that he found the 
American food to be tasty even though it was different 
from what he was used to. 

All of the exchange students expressed a desire 
to travel even more after this foreign exchange. "I'd like 
to go to South America and Asia," Mr. Augustin listed 
his travel destinations. Mr. Saldana said that he'd like to 
go to Mexico and Houston, Texas. Ms. Tanrattanwong 
was even broader in her answer. "I'm thinking about . . . 
traveling the world," she said excitedly. "I want to see

A forum on land use will take place Saturday, 
October 17, 2009, at the Dexter Lane Senior Center 
from 9:00 am until approximately noon.

The Rochester Planning Board has been 
addressing long-range planning challenges associated 
with Land Use as expressed in the new Master Plan: 

• Need for non-residential ratables to help with the tax 
rate.

Watershed Ride 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay announces its 
third annual Watershed Ride on Sunday, October 4. Last 
year's Ride attracted 65 cyclists who raised over $35,000 to 
support the Coalition's efforts to save Buzzards Bay 

The 75-mile Watershed Ride begins at Horseneck 
Beach in Westport and ends at Quissett Harbor in 
Woods Hole. Cyclists are fully supported along the way 
with snacks and refreshments at rest stops and lunch 
at Rochester's Eastover Farms. They are also provided 
on-the-road support by bike mechanics and first aid 
whenever necessary. At the finish line, a celebration 
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awaits, with an abundance of food, drinks and, best of all, 
cheering fans. 

The route is one of the region's best - known 
for its bucolic scenery, with its winding roads that take 
cyclists through coastal villages, past cranberry bogs, 
the New Bedford waterfront, farmlands, and along the 
back roads of Cape Cod. The Coalition times the event to 
coincide with the foliage and quiet roads of early fall. 

To remind cyclists and spectators of the 
connection between the Ride and the importance of the 
Buzzards Bay watershed, there will be large maps at each 
rest stop depicting areas along the route where the work 
of the Coalition has helped preserve, protect and restore 
Buzzards Bay. Highlighted areas include protected open 
space, such as Rochester's Red Barn Farm and Bryant 
Farm in Wareham, monitoring stations for water quality 
and river herring migrations along the Agawam and 
Mattapoisett Rivers, and places like Clark's Cove, where 
improved wastewater treatment has re-opened beaches 
and shellfish beds after nearly 100 years of closure. The 
maps also point out where the Coalition's strong and 
persistent advocacy efforts are drawing attention to 
the nitrogen pollution problem, including Padanaram 
Harbor, West Falmouth Harbor and the Agawam River. 

Online registration is open and will remain open 
until 5:00 pm October 1. Each cyclist is required to raise 
a minimum of $300 in addition to a $60 registration fee to 
participate.

Pandemonium

Pandorum, Starring Dennis Quaid and Ben Foster. Directed 
by Christian Alvert. Running time: 108 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

Ridley Scott's Alien remains a horror masterpiece, 
but the grungy industrial look of its spaceship — innovative at 
the time — has been a lingering dreary influence on science- 
fiction interior design. The latest grubby-ductwork sci-fi thriller 
is Pandorum, set entirely aboard a spacecraft whose exterior 
has been imaginatively rendered but whose interiors must have 
been entrusted to three crew members who went yardsaling 
and browsed through abandoned fishing vessels. The movie 
looks unpleasant, is usually shot through blue filters, and was 
apparently edited by three other crew members with meat 
cleavers. 

If a movie is going to be ridiculous, shouldn't we at 
least have fun watching it? As it is, Pandorum clenches its teeth 
grimly as it blunders through its overstuffed plot, in which a 
spaceship contains thousands of Earthlings en route to a more 
hospitable planet. When we come in, lots of years have passed 
and not many of the passengers are left alive — at least not 
in the expected state. Two flight-crew members. Bower (Ben 
Foster) and Payton (Dennis Quaid), emerge from extended 
hypersleep and spend a long while trying to figure out what 
happened. "You're disoriented," Bower tells Payton upon the 
latter 's awakening. The audience nods in empathy — we don't 
know what's going on either. Nor, for the most part, will we. 

There are cannibalistic mutants on board, and a couple 
of random crew members who have somehow become expert 
fighters. One of them, Nadia (Antje Traue), is this year's 
attempted Milla Jovovich reincarnation, a babe who kicks 
butt despite looking as though the last thing she attacked with 
any success was a salad. Our heroes crawl around the grimy, 
disgusting ship, running from the mutants and trying to reach 
the ship's reactor, while Payton stays behind and contends 
with someone who may have "Pandorum," a particular deep- 
space delirium dreaded by everyone in the movie. "Pandorum" 
apparently makes you paranoid, makes you see things that 
aren't there, and makes you hire Norman Reedus, possibly the 
most annoying actor in the history of cinema, for a small role. 




Norman Reedus disappears almost as quickly as he 
shows up, which is nice, but the movie keeps going, which 
is not so nice. The mutant- attack scenes are unscannable 
gibberish, and I really hope not to read some article detailing 
how much training Antje Traue had to endure to play her 
fight scenes, because the way they're shot and edited it might 
be her or it might be Lily Tomlin, for all we can tell. Dennis 
Quaid gets his voice up in a few scenes, but the role keeps him 
pinched and sour throughout, as if he were either suffering 
from gastrointestinal distress or grooming himself as the next 
Harrison Ford. It's hard to believe this is the same man Pauline 
Kael used to love for the freewheeling humor he often brought 
to his game. Then again, he's trapped in the same anti-actor 
muck as the rest of the cast; Ben Foster has been no slouch 
elsewhere, and Antje Traue might, for all we know, be a major 
actress in her native Germany. In terms of calling our attention 
to great, unknown-to-us foreign actors and writing zesty roles 
for them, director Christian Alvart and scripter Travis Milloy 
are no Quentin Tarantino. 

There are, of course, several twists at the end, the 
default mode for lazy screen writing. Pandorum was cheap ($40 
million) but not cheap enough; this sort of junk works better 
when the sets are cardboard, the monsters are obvious latex, and 
the whole affair doesn't take itself so deadly damn seriously. 
(Number of intentional laughs: zero.) The movies Pandorum 
steals from did it all with more style and panache — Alien, 
of course, and also Event Horizon and Neil Marshall's two 
effective potboilers The Descent and Doomsday. In fact, I hope 
there's a big juicy check in the mail to Neil Marshall from this 
film's producers.
